Five-Point National Campaign Will Be Con- 
cerned Mainly With Improvement of 
Criminal Law Procedure.

The five-point program containing 
numerous sub-divisions, which was 
adopted by the convention, proposes 
establishment of state departments of

direct the work of district attorneys, 
sheriffs, police departments and coro- 
ners, 

Each department would have a cen- 
tral bureau manned by trained in- 
vestigators who would supplement 
local police units. The bureaus would 
he equipped with records and a scien- 
tifie laboratory.

Work in the cotton textile mills 
probably will cease Friday night. The 
strike call likely will be for next Tues- 
day morning, the first working day 
after the Labor Day week-end. 

William Green, president of 
American Federation of Labor, 
proved the projected strike bys 
nation’s cotton .textile workers, 
ing it was justified because the 
ton code failed to realize for labor 
the purpose of the national recovery 


act. 
Violence Hinted. 

Hints of violence increased, partic- 
ularly in the soyth. A company of 
national guardsmen was ordered to 
duty at the’ Lonsdale mill in Seneca, 
S. C., where a scrike has been in 
progress. 

“We are prepared for planned vio- 
lence,” said Francis J. Gorman, chair- 
man of the strike committee. 

Gorman declared every precaution 
would be taken to conduct an orderly 
strike, but asserted: 

“We are prepared for trickery and 
violence. We have reports which in- 
dicate planned violence. I refer to 
reports from our representatives about 
the stocking of arms and tear gas. 
Private detectives also are hovering 
ower the field like vultures.” 

Cotton Garment Crisis. 

An upheaval also was threatened in 
another great industry. 

Cotton garment manufacturers have 
defied a presidential order calling for 
a 36 instead of a 40-hour week with- 
out pay <derreases for 200,000 em- 
ployes. Workers in the industry are 
threatening a general strike unless the 
order is obeyed on October 1, its ef- 
fective date.

Cotton Textile Institute, in declining 
to meet with the union, offered to 
confer with the board personally at 
any time. 

Lloyd Gerrison, chairman of the 
labor relations board, immediately 
took up Sloan's statement with the 
other members of the board, and, aft- 
er a lengthy discussion, wired back: 

“We shall of course be glad to meet 
you at any time but you will appre- 
ciate our view that any such meeting 
cannot be a substitute for the con- 
ference we propose.” 

The board's next step remains to be 
decided. 

“It is not our function,” Garrison 
telegraphed to Sloan, “to debate the 
issues which you have raised concern- 
ing the strike. We regret that the 
institute is not willing to attend the 
conference proposed by us, the sole 
purpose of which was to explore the 
possibilities of averting the strike 
upon some just basis and in the pub- 
lic interest.” 

Air Clear. 

Gorman’s first comment on the man- 
ufacturers declination to meet with 
his strike committee was: “Now the 
air is clear.” 

“The strike will come,” he said to 
newspapermen, adding: 

“T caution our members everywhere, 
however, not to walk out until the 
appointed hour. Every local union 
will get telegraphic orders and those 
orders will fix the hour at which the 
mills are to be closed.” 

In his refusal to meet the workers, 
George A. Sloan, chairman of the code 
authority and president of the Cotton 
Textile Institute, wired Garrison that 
the industry would not be “threaten- 
ei” into granting union demands. He 
added, however, he would meet the 
board personally if it wished, 

Sees Threat. 

“The government, the public and the 
industry,” Sloan wired, “are now con- 
fronted with the threat that unless the 
law is changed and changed imme- 
diately the industry will be closed by 
strike and be kept closed until these 
changes are made. 

“The character of such a strike is 
clear. 

“Tf it is to be an approved and suc- 
cessful weapon for changing the code 
or enforcing governmental action it 
will set a precedent for strikes in 
every other industry. It will put a 
premium on force and violence as in- 
struments of law making instead of 
the orderly processes of the national 
industrial recovery act.... 

“In view of this situation we are 
unable to enter into conference with 
the group threatening the strike.” 

Gorman told reporters there now 
seemed little use of attendance by 
labor leaders at the labor board 
meeting previously called for tomor- 
row. 

: “Can’t Face Charges.” 

“There seemingiy are no more sub- 
terfuges to which employers can ‘re- 
sort,’ Gorman said. “And so they 
stand at last out in the open, unwill- 
ing to enter into a conference that 
might result in negotiations in which 
they would be defenseless. For the 
cotton textile mill owners simply can- 
not stand up against our charges and 
they know it. 

“They are still more interested in 
exploitation than recovery.

Troops to Seneca, 

An exception, however, was the 
Lonsdale mill, in Seneca, 8. C., to 
which troops were ordered today. The 
company, after a seven-week shutdown 
because of a strike, was to open to- 
day or tomorrow, and Governor Black- 
well, of South Carolina, said the 
mobilization of troops wat a precau- 
tionary measure which followed an ap- 
peal for protection from workers, 

The governor said plain clothesmen 
who investigated had reported the sit- 
uation serious. 

“IT did it regretially,” he said of the 
call for troops, “but it seemed the 
only thing to do.” 

From the south today came exhibits 
of wage envelopes which the union 
planned to submit in support of its 
contention that wage levels were not 
maintained. Gorman showed the en- 
velope of a loom fixer in a mill in 
Durham, N. C., as proof of a wage of 
$12.90 for 30 hours work. The wage, 
‘Gordan said, should have been about 
‘$30 for that work. Other envelopes, 
| for semi-skilled workers, showed $5.60 
for 22 hours work: $7.56 for 24 hours 
and $10.04 for 30 hours. 

As a spur to the workers, the strike 
committee has prepared a huge silk 
banner for the first local union to re- 
port a 100 per cent walkout. 

Green's Statement. 

In behalf of the textile workers, 
Green said in his statement that the 
code not only had _ failed to raise 
wages but had failed to increase .em- 
ployment. He added: 

“Weare facing this issue, shall 
guidance of future developments re- 
main in the hands of industry under 
the national recovery administration 
or shall it be transferred to the re- 
lief administration?” 

Speaking on the same program, 
Francis J. Gorman, chairman of the 
strike committee, exhorted the cotton 
workers to “beware of disruptive ele- 
ments: as you walk out be orderly, 
and remain orderly, always.” 

Gorman summarized the grievances 
of the workers and as a final warn- 
ing. told them:

The United States and Japan oc- 


the negotiations the two countries 
have been carrying on with the Rus- 
sian government for many months, 
although the negotiations are, in 
some respects, of widely different 
nature. 

The Russo-American conversa- 
tions have as their objective the 
settling of the debts owed by the 
soviets to this country, Washington 
having insisted upon such a Settle- 
ment as a necessary forerunner to 
closer relations. The negotiations 
have been strung out over many 
months because the soviets do not 
want to make good for American 
property confiscated within their 
borders when all property was na- 
tionalized in 1918. 

American citizens have filed with 

the state department at Washing- 
ton claims for payment of approxi- 
mately $400,000,000, and it is fair- 
ly certain that the debts agreement 
with Russia will not be consum- 
mated until some satisfactory un- 
derstanding as to these claims is 
reached. 
« The impasse in the negotiations 
between. Russia and Japan over the 
Chinese Northern railroad is chief- 
ly as the result of the soviet gov- 
ernment’s dickering over prices. In 
the case of the United States, the 
soviets are endeavoring to get out 
of paying,- while. with Japan they 
are insisting upon a price as much 
too high as that Japan offers to pay 
is too low. 

Money is the root of the evil in 
both instances, and the prolongation 
of the negotiations is, in the last 
analysis, incident to dickering on 
prices—a trading process which in 
the case of private corporations 
would be regarded as natural, but 
which, because governments, in- 
stead ‘of torporation’, are con- 
cerned, has been advanced frequent- 
ly during the*past few months. as 
evidence of strained diplomatic re- 
lations. 

There is no possibility whatso- 
ever of any Serious friction between 
ithe United States and Russia over

Ludendorff’s Hate. 

General Ludendorff refused to put 
the flag at half-mast on his house 
when Marshal Hindenburg was bur- 
ied. The correspondent of the Pa- 
risian newspaper, Oeuvre, who called 


on him for an expression of opinion 
on Hindenburg’s historical  signifi- 
cance was told: “I have said all I 
have to say about that man in my 
books. 1 have nothing to add.” 

Ludendorff could never forgive Hin- 
denburg for taking the sole credit of 
winning the battle of Tannenberg. He 
challenged the field marshal in his 
books to’ tell the German people the 
truth. Hindenburg remained _ silent. 
But the nazis who buried the old man 
with so much pomp and circumstances 
did spill the beans at the time when 
Hitler ran against Hindenburg as 
candidate for the presidency.. They 
charged at that time in their news- 
papers that Hindenburg had had no 
actual share in the winning of. the 
battle with which his name is as- 
sociated. At that time, too, it should 
be born in mind, the nazis could not 
punish untruths with impunity, Still 
Hindenburg remained silent, - 

At the funeral Hitler glorified the 
marshal as “the unconquered victor” 
and closed his oration with the cry 
with which the ancient Teutonic war- 
riors committed their chiefs to their 
last resting place: “Ascend into Val- 
halla!”

Story. 


Dr. Joseph Goebbels. the little prop- 
aganda minister of Germany, wrote 
in his newspaper Angriff that even 
Marshal Foch admitted the superi- 
ority of Hindenburg. You will vainly 
search Foch’s memoirs for any ex- 
pression in that spirit. What Foch 
said and wrote was this: “We knew 
Hindenburg was a colossal facade, a 
false front, but behind him there were 
some able officers.” 

To learn why this retired general, 
who had failed to pass the staff ex- 
aminations was elevated to the com- 
mand of the eastern front and later 
to the supreme command, we must go 
back to the days of the battle of Tan- 
nenberg. The Russians were pouring 
westward. Their advance was com- 
pared to the irresistible progress of a 
gigantic steam roller. Curiously 
enough the Germans never bothered 
to halt that-advance. “They are para- 
lyzed with fear,” said Paris. ‘‘The 
Russian legions have mesmerized the 
Huns,” said London. 

Both Paris and London’ were 
wrong. In the first place the Ger- 
mans were no more Huns than the 
French or sritish. In the second 
place, they had a good reason not to 
worry. General Ludendorff had work- 
ed out the plans to halt the Russian 
advance. They were perfect. What 
the Germans’ were doing was luring 
the czarist army under Rennenkampf 
into the most gruesome trap in mili- 
tary history. But the kaiser and the 
princes refused to appoint Ludendorff 
to the command. He was too young. 
He also was, and still is, a man of 
irascible, fiercely tempered  charac- 
ter. No officer could collaborate with 
him. The kaiser therefore looked for 
a general who would nominally take 
the command and who would not 
interfere with Ludendorff’s brilliant 
strategy. 

First, General Hoffmann was sum- 
moned, He tried tu work with Luden- 
dorff, but g:ve up. Then Hindenburg 
was. called. He eame at once from 
his retirement. He was the perfect 
“false front.” Ludendorff writes in 
his memoirs. that Hindenburg went 
to bed at 9 o'clock no matter what 
was happening at the front. Nine 
o'clock in the evening—that was the 
time when Ludendorff was in his 
most feverish moods.

300 Firemen Battle 
Argentine Oil Blaze 


CAMPANA, Argentina, Aug. 29.— 
(/)—Three hundred weary, smoke- 
blackened firemen fought to save this 
town of 18,000 inhabitants from de- 
struction tonight as changing winds 
swept flames from burning oil peril- 
ously close to storage tanks still 
standing.

social workers, policemen, prosecutors, 
judges and prison wardens—and 80 
long as the great body of citizenry re- 
mains indifferent, bostile or ignorant, 
we can look for little improvement.” 

Best Flays “Present Trends.” 

Representative James M. Beck, 
Philadelphia republican, expressed 
fear for the life of the constitution 
of the United States. if present trends 
continue. 

Beck, chairman of the committee on 
American citizenship, pleased for 
greater study of the constitution in 
colleges. : 

“Tf the association cannot impress 
upon the colleges and universities that 
the first requisite is a knowledge of 
the history of the constitution . . . 
then for my part I fear for the con- 
stitution,” he said. 

The speaker said the opinion that 
the supreme court can defend the con- 
stitution is a gigantic illusion. “The 
court’s sphere of influence is restrict- 
ed and it can only defend certain 
principles of the constitution,” he con- 
tended. 

“The salvation of the constitution 
lies in the people themselves, and in 
them alone,” he said. 

Beck was given prolonged applause 
when he warned: 

“Destroy the constitution of the 
United States and the Union itself 
will not long survive.” 

The committee’s report was adopt- 
ed with few dissenting votes. — 

The committee report on jurispru- 
dence and law reform, submitted by 
Edward W. Everett, Chicago, chair- 
man, was approved only after a spirit- 
ed debate on a resolution regarding 
aliens. 

The convention defeated,the reso- 
lution, which asked for the elimina- 
tion of “harsh” and “unfair’ regula- 
tions pertaining to the exclusion, ad- 
mission and deportation of aliens, but 
later reconsidered and ordered it re- 
committed. ;

FARM PRICES NEAR. 
PRE-WAR ‘PARITY’

was, in August, 1934, about 116 per 
cent of pre-war. On August 6, prices 
paid by farmers for the things they 
bought were estimated tv be 122 per 


cent of pre-war prices, which would 
mean that for the portion of domestic 
consumption, the farm price of these 
seven basic commodities plus benefit 
payments had risen to per cent of 
their pre-war ‘parity.’ ” 

Farm prices thus were both 95 
per cent of their pre-war level exclu- 
sive of benefit payments, and were 
95 per cent also of pre-war parity in- 
clusive of benefit payments. Exclu- 
sive of benefit payments they were 
within 98 per cent of pre-war parity. 

The apparent contradiction is based 
on the fact that in the first instance 
what is stated is simply the advance 
of farm prices over pre-war; in the 
second instance the 95 per cent meas- 
ures the relationship between farm 
and non-farm prices as compared to 
before the war.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 29.— 
The camera disproves the old saying 
that beauty is only skin deep. Real 
beauty lies below the surface. I don’t 
care how beautiful a woman may be, 
how handsome a man, if the lens of 
my camera cannot pick out and dis- 
play the character that underlies the 
face, my work has been in vain. 

I have made countless pnotographic 
studies of screen stars. Hundreds of 
thousands. I daresay. And I have 
never made a sitting in which I did 
not use my utmost efforts to bring out 
phases of character, underlying traits, 
that fre not apparent in a superfi- 
cial inspection. No two subjects are 
alike. Each has his or her own indi- 
viduality, and that is what I try to 
select and depict with the camera.

For example, Miriar: Hopkins is 
one of the most satisfactory sub- 
jects I have ever had. As a rule the 
beauty of people as blond as she sel- 
dom has the striking character of 
hers. She is small and vital. Her in- 
telligence is of a high Order and her 
face is & mitror in which she can, 
at will, reflect her thoughts and 
moods. 

In other words, in addition to her 
beauty, she is a consummate actress, 
whether on the set or in the portrait 
gallery. 


Carole Lombard makes a photogra- 
pher’s work a pleasure. She is always 
obliging, always willing, never com- 
Plaining. She has exceptional grace 
and she poses so naturally and effec- 
tively that*she makes a perfect sub- 
ject for fashion pictures. But don’t 
get the idea that I am characterizing 
her as a clothes horse. She has as 
many facets as a finely cut diamond, 
and she*knows exactly how she photo- 
graphs best, and why. She makes 
things pretty easy for the man behind 
the camera. 


-Of all the men I have photographed. 
I think Bing Crosby is the tien at 
ease in front of the lens. There is 
no side, no pose about him. He is not 
at all worried over his appearance, 
and I have noticed that he never 
even looks in a mirror before posing, 
an unusual trait in a screen star. He 
is always sure of himself and nothing 
ever ruffles his composure. 


Marlene Dietrich is exception 
picturable. She knows what it ona 
about, and that knowledge, combined 
with the sweetness of her disposition, 
makes her an admirable subject. Her 
eyes are extremely impressive and 
give clearer indication of her charac- 
ter than any other feature. She seems 
to have wonderful clarity of vision, 
not only physical, but mental. 

Jack Oakie is always a riot. I have 
to photograph: him between laughs. 
Yet, he is a fine ‘subject, especially 
for comical pictures, because of his 
mobile face and the limitless number 
of expressions he can assume. A sit- 
ting is a gag to him and he treats it 
as such, 


Sincerity is the outstanding trai 
of Sylvia Sidney when hshee be 
era. There is nothing of the tinsel 
about her. She is real and she is 
vivid, and the camera cannot help but 
see her that way. 


George Raft is another I like to 
photograph. properly lighted. there is 
almost tha quality of an old master 
in his picfures. He has the clear-cut 
features, which, when accentuated by 
lighting and black shadows. give his 
portraits almost a Van Dyck quality. 


Claudette Colbert is a joy. It is a 
fascinating task to work with her. 
In spite of her dark complexion, tie 
fine texture of her skin is easy to 
catch, and that, combined with her 
clear-cut features and her expressive- 
ness, make any photographer anxious 
to experimént on her with radical 
lighting and shadows. There is some- 
thing of the ancient princess about 
her, and her smile is the most gor- 
geous I have ever known. 


When photographing Gary Cooper 
and Richard Arlen, I always feel as 
if I should do the work in the open. 
There is an outdoor quality about 
each of them which makes them seem 
rather out of place in a galery. Both 
have traits of kindness and sweetness 
that invariably register, in spite of 
their rugged he-man_ characteristics 
and appearance, 


Frances Drake, one of Paramount's 
newcomers, is an extremely versatile 
subject. She can be posed in any sort 
of costume or in any character, and 
she is always effective. She is one 
of those rare people who really photo- 
graph, as the saying is. “like a mil- 
lion dollars.” She and the camera are 
firm friends. 

The predominant camera quality of 
Evelyn Venable is tenderness. The 
sweetness of her disposition is un- 
mistakable, but coupled with it are 
outstanding evidences of capability. 
Her latent power, her ability to do 
almost anything upon which she sets 
her mind, are obvious.

Proposals to restore the old domes- 
tie rate of $1.10 a gallon on 100 proof 
liquor, and to slice the $5 a gallon 
tariff by 50 per cent are being con- 
sidered by experts attached to the 
house ways and means committee. 

Secretary Morgenthau has indicated 
he is opposed at present to any re- 
duction in the existing $2 domestic 
fax. He is seeking to kill the illicit 
traffic by a large force of internal 
revenue agents. 


Georgia’s 4-Year Population Gain 
Smallest Recorded From South 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(?)— 
Georgia’s population was shown to- 
day by a bureau of census estimate 
to have increased to 2,911,000 on 
July 1 this year from 2,908,506 re- 
corded in the 1930 census. 

The gain, only 2,494, was the 
smallest reported from any southern 
state. 

‘Only one state of the 48, Vermont, 
showed a smaller increase in popula- 
tion. The gain there was 1,389 from 
359,611 to 361,000. Montana, the 
only state from which no: estimate 


was made as of July 1, decreased in 
population from 1920 to 1930. 

All Georgia cities reporting to the 
census bureau showed gains. 

Atlanta recorded an increase of 
about 10,000. It lost a few strides, 
however, to its traditional rival in 


ed 13,622. Atlanta advanced from 


population, Birmingham, which gain- | 


270,366 when the 1930 census was 
taken to 280,400 on July 1 this year. 
Birmingham on the latter date had 
273,300. The Atlanta figures were 
for the city proper and not “Greater 
Atlanta.” 

Comparative figures for Georgia 
cities follow : 

Albany 14.900 on July 1 against 
14,507 in 1930; Athens 18,300 
against 18,192; Angusta 61,600 
against 61,342; Commbus 43,500 
against 43,131; Decatur 14,400 
against 13,276; Griffin 10,700 against 
10,321; LaGrange 20,600 against 
20,131: Macon 53,900 against 53,829; 
Rome 22.200 against 21,845; Thom- 
asville 12.200 against 11,733, and 
Valdosta 13,900 against 13,482. 

The July 1 figures, covering cities 
of over 10,000 population, did not in- 
clude Brunswick, Savannah and Way- 
cross, for which the census bureau 
said it had no records on file.

science today had its first official 
story of the birth and infamcy of 
quintuplets, a dramatic but simple ac- 
count by that country doctor who 
was both obstetrician and parish priest 
to the five daughters of Mrs. Elzire 
Dionne on their birth last May 28. 

Dr. Allan Roy Dafoe, of Callander, 
Ont., wrote his report, unique in med- 
ieal annals, for this week’s issue of 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

“Unreal and dreamlike,” Dr. Dafoe 
described the scene to which he was 
called at 4 a. m., still sleepy: from 
another obstetric visit. 

Things were scarcely ready for 
multiple arrivals in that home. 

“I arrived,” the physitian related, 
“to find the home in confusion, no 
preparation made for confinement 
except a tea kettle boiling on the 
stove. Two babies already had been 


watching her condition just 16 days 
hefore the quintuplets made their de- 
but, but had not suspected multiple 
births, he said. A few days before 
their birth she had complained — of 
blurred vision and nausea, and - find- 
ing her in a serious condition with 
blood pressure above 200, Dr. Dafoe 
had ordered her to bed on fluid died. 

After delivering the quintuplets he 
was called upon for heroic measures 
to save the mother’s life. 

“All of the babies.” he related, 
“were crying fairly vigorously for 
their size. didn’t see how all of 
the babies could possibly live, so 1 
baptized them separately. They were 
then wrapped in the only covering 
available, which proved to be rem- 
nants of cotton sheeting and old nap- 
kins, and then laid on the corner of 
the bed and covered with a heated 
blanket.” 

Then his attentior was centered on 
Mrs. Dionne, the 25-year-old mother. 

“She suddenly went into a condi- 
tion of shock,” said Dr. Dafoe. “The 
patient was cold, and the radial pulse 
had disappeared. . . . Solutions of 
pituitary and ergot were given. Ina 
short time the pulse picked up a little 
but was still fast and weak. Slight 
color appeared in her face.” 

Dr. Dafoe still feared she would not 
ive. 

“In spite of more pituitary and 
ergot, she presented the appearance 
of a dying woman, The husband was 
still missing, and it was my duty to 
get the priest, as no one else was 
available with a car. Reluctantly 
leaving the midwife, I hurried away 
to bring the priest, a distance of two 
and a half miles. 

“On returning, I found the moth- 
er’s condition improving. . . . Two 
hours later she was definitely out of 
danger.” 

Then the busy doctor had more 
time for the babies. Blankets were 
heated in the oven, wrapped around 
the babies and changed often; some- 
one brought a butcher’s meat basket 
from a neighbor's. Three hours later 
the infants took turns on a warm 
blanket having a _rub-down’ with 
warm olive oil. 

For 24 hours the quints were fed 
nothing but a few drops of warm 
water from an eye dropper every two 
hours. Then “a few drops of 7-20 
mixture with corn’ syrup, together 
with from one to two drops of rum.” 
A meager supply of mothers’ milk 
was obtained around the neighborhood 
and added to the infants’ beverage.

was marrying Mary Lawson, English 
stage star, soon and would not want 
to do anything to upset that plan now.

FOUGHT WAY UP. 

Frank Shields has got to the top 
by sheer determination and grit. If 
one is a born tennis player, the rest 
is comparatively easy. But Shields 
is definitely no natural player. He 
has a peculiar style. His game has 
its limitations, but those limitations 
expand greatly when backed up by a 
determination such as he has. His 
service -is one of the finest in the 
game—if not the finest—but I do not 
consider it as good this year as pre- 
viously. The percentage of double 
faults is much higher. It seems to 
me that, in an effort to gain a little 
more pace, he has lost his accuracy on 
the first delivery, and reliability on 
the second, 


His forehand, hit rather in a wind- 
mill fashiop, is faster than before and 
a little more accurate. A winter of 
diligent practice on the backhand shut 
has shown good results already. This 
wing is much more reliable than hith- 
erto. 


I watched him very closely while 
he was in England. There can be 
no question about it— his game has 
improved a great deal.

The nominee explained that he will 
campaign against Frank F. Merriam, 
republican nominee, and Raymond 
Haight, commonwealth party candi- 
date, on his “epic plan” to end pov- 
erty in California. 

Will Greet Roosevelt. 

Sinclair said he planned to leave 
for Washington by airplane to seek 
a conference with President « Roose- 
velt and explain how his epic plan’ 
will end economic distress in Cali- 
fornia. 

“We have been nominated as demo- 
crats and intend to function as demo- | 
crats,” Sinclair said. “We irftend to! 
apply the principles of democracy to 
industry.” 

So far, with the exception of a 
statement by Postmaster James Far- 
ley that the democratic party always 
stands by its nominees, Sinclair has} 
had no evidence that he will be bless- 
ed either by the. national party. or 
even the California state organization. 

Sinclair's policy, briefly, ineludes: 

Land colonies, on which the poor 
may produce their own food materials.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 29.—(UP) 
Upton Sinclair, author, former social- 
ist and now democratic nominee for 


the governorship of California, tonight 
described his victory at Tuesday’s pri- 
maries as the “birth of a new system 
of government.” 

Reviewing the trend of world poli- 
tics, and stressing the growth of dic- 
tatorships in Europe, Sinclair fore- 
cast the doom of capitalism as “the 
collapse of an institution which is 
world-wide and age-old.” 

The principle of self-help as epitom- 
ized by his “epic” plan—end poverty 
in California—was pointed to by Sin- 
clair as the way out of depression for 
both the state and the nation. He 
urged against a ‘fear of labels.” 

“Our opponents have told you that 
all this is socialism and communism,” 
he said. ‘We are not the least wor- 
ried. . . . We have been cheered to 
notice that the federal government has 
refused to be frightened by labels, but 
has applied the principles of our plan 
in the District of Columbia. 

“Eighty thousand unemployed are 
to have access to the land to grow 
their own food, and to the factories to 
produce their own goods, and they are 
to barter these among themselves with 
the help of the federal government. 
“The government tells the business- 
men that they need not worry about 
this, because the goods will not come 
into conflict with them in the mar- 
kets. . . . If the democratic party of 
California adopts the epic plan it will 
mean hope, courage and guidance to 
the unemployed of all our 48 states. 
“All my life I have believed in the 


produce wealth in great quantities.” 

In describing world conditions, Sin- 
clair cited Germany, where “an ob- 
scene demagog has seized power: A 
great civilized nation has fallen into 
the hands of gangsters.” 

“T have defined fascism as capital- 
ism plus murder,” Sinclair continued.

Nancy Makes Pinafores in No Time at All. 
By FLORENCE La GANKE. a | 


Ann was having a pinafore party. 
The little girls and boys who had been 
playing together all summer were soon 
going to separate and go their various 
ways. Lois decided to have a bubble 
party. Bué bubbles and soap suds 
and pipes are hard on clothes. She 
wondered whether she could not put 
the youngsters into “pinnies” or pina- 
fores of some sort. 

In talking it over with Nancy they 
decided to use the simple pattern 
which Nancy had and which she had 
used many times in éarly years to 
make pinafores for Joan. 

The dimensions are given in the di- 
rection leaflet which may be obtained 
by following the directions given at 
the end of this column today. 

It takes a piece of material 
inches wide. The depth is 18 inches so

that two pinafores may be made from 
one square yard of material. 

The bottom may be scalloped or cut 
straight and hemmed or picoted. 

If party pinafores of a water-proof- 
ed material like soft finish oilcloth 


| are made there need be no finish oth- 


er than that of scalloping with a 
scissors or pinking with the iron at 
the shop. 

The top is hollowed slightly for the 
neck in front and in back. A gather- 
ing tape or ribbon runs through a cas- 
ing made by doubling the material 
back upon itself for a narrow hem. 

It requires one and one-half yards 
of tape or ribbon, 


The arm’holes are nothing but. cres- 
cent cuts. In a stiff material it may 
be wise to cut out a slight oval in 
the under arm part. Two tiny pleats 
are laid in this space as shown in 
the picture in the direction leaflet. 

The edge of the armhole and the 
upper part of the oval slit which be- 
comes the cap of the pinafore over the 
arm may be finished with  fluting, 
footing, or ruffled material. In oil 
cloth there is no trimming whatso- 
ever. 

Joan’s pet pinafore in years past 
had been made of white organdy em- 
broidered with pink rosebuds. White 
organdy fluting edged the sleeve caps 
aes finished the bottom of, the pina- 
ore.

People who thing the millenium is 
at hand do not make wills, and a good 
bridge player on lead against a slam 
contract does not bother much about 
giving his partner information that 
will enable him to make the right 


leads later in the hand, for it is 
very probabk that his partner will 
have no leads to make. The declarer 
is the one who will be making the 
leads, and he is the one to whom the 
opening leader should give informa- 
tion—information that will prepare 
him to make the wrong ones. Thus in 
leading against a slam the criteria 
which hold .. leading against a game 
or part-score contract should often be 
discarded ir favor of deceiving the 
declarer, as they were by the West 
player in the following hand:

The chief hope of defeating 
the contract lay io his partner’s abil- 
ity to win a spade trick in addition, 
which possibility showed itself to 
West because of his own void in 
spades. Finally deciding that a neu- 
tral lead in the heart suit would be 
the best, West’s only thought was 
possibly to mislead the declarer as 
to his distribution. Accordingly, in- 
stead of making Lis sound and normal] 
fourth-best lead of the heart four, 
West led the nine spot—the top card 
of the five-card suit. Most unusual 
and unconventional, but, as will 
seen, it worked.

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REGULATIONS FIXED 
ON UNLISTED TRADING 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(7)— 
The securities commission today an- 


‘| nouneed rules requiring exchanges 


wishing to continue unlisted trading 
te make applications with the com- 
mission. 

Unlisted trading is the trading in se- 
curities which have not been formally 
listed by an exchange and therefore 
usually have given liftle information 
about themselves. The commission 
ruled, however, that quotations of 
transactions is unlisted securities must 
clearly indicate the difference between 
such transactions and transactions in 
fully listed securities. 

Such unlisted securities, however, 
will be exempt from reporting require- 
ments of the exchange act. 

Applicants for temporary continu- 


iance of unlisted privileges must file 


with the commission not earlier than 
September 16 an application which 
conforms with requirements prescribed 
for registration statements in listed 
securities. 

The granting and termination of 
permission to continue or extend un- 
listed trading privileges shall become 
effective without further order of the 
commission at the time the registra- 
tion of the exchange as a national 
securities exchange becomes effective 
on Octobér 1, 1934, whichever date is 
later. 

This permission shall expire at mid- 
night on June 30, 1935, or at an 
earlier date if the commission may 
decide to issue rules. 

In ordering a séparation of quota- 
tions as between listed and unlisted 
securities the commission struck at 
what many experts have called a ma- 
jor trading evil. Many speculators 
and investors never have been aware 
of the differences on some exchanges. 

If a security has been listed on an- 
other exchange but is not listed on 
the exchange in which it is traded 
in a particular transaction, the latter 
exchange will be required to keep 
available information regarding the 
security as provided by the exchange 
listing the security.
